REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON CODE REVISIONS 
(Docket No. 44) 

The following report oif the Committee on Code Revisions 
was presented by Brother G. Dick Pierce, Chairman, received 
and entered on the record: 

To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


The Committee on Code Revision has now been working for eighteen 
months on its primary charge, to revise the index of THE CODE. We hope the 
brethren do not feel that we have ben inactive. 450 manhours of work since the 
last Grand Lodge meeting tells you that we have not. We have accomplished a 
lot in this time and I predict that we will have а new index for you to look at by 
the 1991 Grand Lodge meeting. Please keep in mind that this is all voluntary 
work being done, for the most part, after hours at a very minimum cost to the 
Grand Lodge. 


We now have an index. It consists of over 5,000 indexable words that 
appear in THE CODE. A print out of these words, the Regulation number in 
which they appear and the sentence in which they occur, is eight inches thick. 
Needless to say this needs recducing. This is being done by eliminating words, 
some of which appear as many as four hundred times, also finding and pulling 
out repetitive phrases which shall be indexed under only one of its words. We 
have just recently decided to index the TRIAL CODE separately which will 
again reduce the number of words we are working with. While doing this work 
we are also generating lists of ambiguities, archaic words and typographical 
errors appearing in THE CODE itself. 


For those Lodges that have ап IBM compatible personal computer we now 
have а computerezed index. This will consist of THE CODE on a floppy disc 
and а ZY Index Program, a context sensitive full index search program, that 
will display on the screen the location of all contexual pharses found in THE 
CODE. Before we can distribute this program we will have to determine that 
we can place a minimum of sixty units in order for the author of the ZY Index 
Program to supply us at a reduced rate. The cost will be approximately $60 
including THE CODE on a disc, ZY Index Program and mailing. We have also 
generated a Concordance of about ninety-seven pages. This Concordance will 
give you the location of all indexable words found in THE CODE. Grand 
Lodge is presently looking into the feasibility and cost of printing this in a 
pamphlet form. 


Allof the Committee members have contributed to this work; however, I 
must make mention of the time being given by two brothers in particular. 
Brother William Mills III is donating a great number of hours and the use of 
his computer network. Brother C. James Weisel is helping Brother Mills in 
this work and has written three computer programs to assist us. Without these 
two brothers we would still be floundering. 


In conclusion, we invite and encourge any Brother or Lodgeto bring toour 
attention Sectionsor Regulations that you consider a problem. Please put it in 
writing to the Grand Secretary who will forward it to us. This could be quite 
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helpful in expediting our work. |

REPORT OF THE PROPOSED 
BLANKET INSURANCE PROGRAM FOR THE 
GRAND LODGE AND SUBORDINATE LODGES 


To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


The Grand Secretary’s Office has been working this past year on an 
Insurance Program for the Grand Lodge and its subordinate lodges. At this 
time, we do have the specifications drawn up and they have been submitted to 
the different insurance companies for bids. The main reason for looking intoa 
blanket insurance program is to provide good insurance coverage for the 
subordinate lodges in North Carolina. 

In looking into insurance programs, it was decided that to be able to 
provide a comprehensive insurance package to the lodges would be most 
beneficial. We have had many inquiries pertaining to insurance because of the 
extraordinarily high prices that many lodges are having to pay. Therefore, it 
was decided to try to develope a state program that would provide the most 
comprehensive insurance program available for all the lodges at the least 
possible cost. 

According to the specifications drawn up, the insurance program will 
provide total replacement coverage for buildings and contents. It will provide 
adequate liability coverage, including products liability. Also provided are 
bonds for the Secretary and Treasurer. The coverage includes features which 
would be too expensive for individual policies to cover. Where there are special 
needs of an individual lodge, the coverage can be customized to meet that need. 

Assoon as the bids are received, an insurance information package will be 
sent to each lodge giving specific details of the program. Each lodge can then 
decide if it wants to be included in the program. 


We firmly believe the program that has been developed will meet the 
needs and provide the coverage for our lodges and members. We also believe 
that the lodges that elect to participate will realize a significant savings.

INSTALLATION REMARKS 
BUNN TATE PHILLIPS, JR. 


April 18, 1990 

My dear friends, you are a very special group and I thank you for being 
here today to share with me, in this special day. Today the voting delegates of 
the 392 lodges in North Carolina, have for the 203rd consecutive year, selected 
the leaders of the Grand Lodge, for theensuing year. To have been included at 
the top of that group of distinguished Masons, is in my opinion, the highest 
honor that can be bestowed upon a man. Former President Harry Truman, 
who was P.G.M. of Missouri, was reported to have said, the highest honor ever 
bestowed upon him, was that of Grand Master, because he did not have to 
campaign for it. I accept this tremendous responsibility, with deep humility 
and somewhat mixed emotions. My feelings today may best be described by 
thestory of the small boy, who learned while in the Doctor's office, that he was 
about to receive a shot. Seeing the boy's eyes filling with tears, his fast thinking 
father, said; “Son, what would you say if I told you, when we leave the doctor's 
office, we’re going by the pony farm and buy you that black and white pony we 
looked at last week?” The little boy, trying to smile through his tears, replied, 
“Daddy, I feel so glad, so sad and so unnecessary.” Much like that little boy, I 
realize that most of the joys of life, are tempered with the sobering realities of 
responsibility. I realize that the time honored principles and traditions of 
Freemasonry, must be preserved and maintained and the mantle of 
leadership transferred, unsullied, for future generations. To that end I pledge 
my best efforts. 

The program that I intend to take to the sixty-five Masonic Districts this 
year, is entitled: “ВЕ AWARE—MASONS CARE—AND SHARE.” In that 
connection, we need to be aware of the critical need for an addition to the Care 
Center, at MESH, in Greensboro. One of my goals this year, is to continue the 
fund raising efforts of Past Grand Masters, Eddie Stiles, “Pete” Thomas and 
Jerry Tart, for that purpose. The list of our brothers and sisters that have 
already been approved but are awaiting for admission, continues to grow each 
year and now stands at more than 100. Some of these brothers and sisters have 
been approved and waiting more than four years. While I feel this is our most 
pressing need, at present, we must not forget the 145 children at Oxford 
Orphanage and our 200 elderly brothers and sisters, already residing at 
MESH. Being aware of these opportunities for service, we must show that we 
care, by sharing in that responsibility and never forgetting, the “Tenets of a 
Mason’s Profession, — BROTHERLY LOVE, RELIEF AND TRUTH.” 

At this timeI want to recognize and pay tribute to several people who had 
а lot to do with making this day such a special day for me. Some of those I will 
mention may not be here today. I realize that in calling names, there is always 
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a possibility someone will be overlooked. If that should happen I assure you it 
was unintentional, because 1 love every one of you, for coming. Although I am 
indebted to а number of people, who had a role in shaping my Masonic career, 
the one most responsible for the events of this day, was my Installing Officer, 
Most Worshipful Cecil Liverman, who appointed me to the Grand Lodge Line. 
Brother Cecil, the confidence you have reposed in me is made much more 
meaningful, because I know of the veneration, in which you hold 
Freemasonry. Again, please accept my simple, but heart-felt THANKS, I will 
not betray your trust. I’m going to ask you and your lovely wife, Hazel, tostand. 
My Installing Marshal, Brother Steve Phillips,—if you detect that I’m just a 
little bit proud of him, you’re right, but then, I admit to being a “little bit 
prejudiced.”
